THE PURPOSE OF EDUCA- 
TION. 

Some Obstacles Met in Accom- 
plishing That Purpose. 

GEO. ROBBINS. 

The highest aim in education is 
the development of such character 
as will make the individual the 
image of his Creator. Good 
character is the stage of moral con- 
trol, and is reached only after 
passing over and beyond a stage 
of physical control. The obser- 
vance of the command "you shall" 
precedes the recognition of the 
obligation, "I ought." You 
shall implies the restraint of 
external authority. I ought testi' 
fies to the exercise of internal 
authority. Apply those two 
principles in the school and it be- 
comes a living organism whose 
function is to develop the I ought 
spirit. When this spirit is high- 
ly developed external authority is 
transformed into inner freedom. 
Man is the only terrestrial being 
which enjoys rational freedom. 
This is his highest possible earthly 
enjoyment. Any stage of enjoy" 
ment lower than rational freedom 
circumscribes and keeps man with- 
in narrow bounds; makes him a 
subject rather than a master. 
Rational freedom is the perfection 
of manhood. 

In the economy of God, all 
things are made subservient to the 
cultivation of man's highest 
nature. This nature manifests 
itself in action founded on choice, 
and choice founded on desire. 
Desire is, virtually, the expression 
of character. Therefore, every 
teacher should realize that the 
content and the intent of all school 
studies, from those of the kinder- 
garten throughout the university, 
and the studies of later life also, 
are designed to stimulate the 
student to rational desire, the basis 
of rational freedom, and to de- 
velop this desire in its fullest 
realization, the proper exercise of 
his moral and religious nature. 

But it is as morally impossible 
for a teacher, occupying a low 
plane of development, to inspire 
a pupil to the attainment of ration- 
al freedom, as it is physically im- 
possible for him to overturn a 
mountain. The chief obstacle to 
the attainment of this high ideal is 
stunted mentality, caused by that 
abominable contagion, the leprosy 
of incompetency, so prevalent in 
the lower grades, especially. Oh 
that some high authority would 
command these lepers to bathe 
seventy times seven times in the 
Jordan of broad culture for their 
cleansing. .

A toilesome ride of six hours 
brings us to the shores of Giiilee f 
by whose blue waters our noonday 
luncheon is eaten with keen appe- 
tites. But it is a ride fraught with 
interesting things. Lofty Hermon, 
nearly sixty miles away, is right 
before us. * Tabor re-appears with- 
in an hour after leaving Nazareth 
for a final view. We pass the site 
of Gath-hepher where the prophet 
Jonah was born. We file through 
the village of Kefr tvenna, the 
ancient Cana of Galile< , where 
Christ turned the water into wine. 
The well where the water came 
from is shown in the heart of the 
village, and near by you enter an 
ancient church where tradition 
locates the miracle. Since Prof. 
McGarvey's visit, sixteen years 
ago, they seem to have profited 
by his sensible suggestion to get a 
waterpot of sufficient dimensions 
to correspond with the bible narra- 
tive. I may say indeed as a gen- 
eral remark, that if the exhibition 
of sacred relics throughout Pales- 
tine would somehow manage not 
to contradict the plainest utter- 
ances of Scripture, I for one should 
not have much fus* with them con- 
cerning the antiquity of their 
relics. Better far is a very new 
relic that "fills the bill" than a 
very old one that don't. So that 
when I saw in the old church at 
•Cana a stone jar capable of hold- 
ing some eighteen or twenty gal- 
lons, I was enough gratified not to 
raise the question of age at all.

It did 
not look half as big as I thought 
it ought to. I could hardly bring 
myself to believe that this insig- 
nificant body of water could have 
been the center of so much throb- 
bing life and so much momentous 
history. Bethsaida, Chorazin and 
Capernaum are gone, and even 
their sites are in dispute. Tibe 
rias on the Southwestern coast is 
the only considerable town on it. 
It has a population less than 4,000 
and though an ancient town and 
mentioned In the New Testament 
(John vi:23) we were not etirioui 
enough to explore it. Possibly 
our lack of zeal is partly explained 
by the Arabic tradition that the 
King of fleas lives here! We did 
go, however, to the hot springs a 
mile beyond, which are quite a 
resort and where we found a large 
company of visitors. The water 
is sul[ hurous and even w h re it 
enters the lake is too hot to hold 
the hand in with comfort Be 



to the north of Lake Merom. 
Our route through the Jordan val- 
ley lay far to the west of the 
river, which I much regretted as it 
is here the Jordan makes its most 
rapid descent. I had longed to 
see this historic river at some 
point above the sea of Galilee, 
where lor a distance of eight miles 
it descends at the tremendous rate 
of eighty-five feet to the mile. It 
was here that the Bedouins of the 
Ghavvarineh tribe, who throng this 
whole region, came into our camp 
and gave some of their native 
dances. It was a wild, weird scene 
beheld as it was by the blazing 
light of a big bon-fire, but there 
was to us neither music in their 
songs nor grace in their move- 
ments. I have heard many peo- 
ple in this country try to sing, 
Bedouins, Syrians, Mohammedan*, 
but I have yet to hear a real 
musical note from one of them. 
Their singing is a disagreeable 
nasal drawl, pitched in the minor 
key and having the tremolo stop 
pulled clear out. It does not have 
a joyous note in it, and invariably 
it gives me the blues. Perhaps it 
was the lack of ir.usic In their 
songs that made me think the 



Belata In the marshy region lying 1 temple. Paneas (or Banias as the 
town is usually called) is 1, 150 feet 
above sea level and bears evidence 
in several massive towers which 
still stand, of its former impor- 
tance. On a lofty point 1,350 feet 
above it is ;he Crusader's castle 
hich was the last fortress to yield 
1 the unsuccessful effort to wrest 
the Holy Land from the grasp of 
the Moslem. It has been thought 
that this immense castle is the 
restoration and enlargement of 
another built by Herod the Great, 
and whose foundations laid in the 
solid rock may possibly have been 
used by the Saviour to enforce his 
great utterance. "On this rock I 
will build my church," an utter- 
ance spoken within sight of this 
great castle. 

But our ascent of Hermon has 
begun and with it the most trying 
day in our journey through this 
land. The road is everywhere 
rough and in places steep and 
difficult. The wind howls, the 
clouds gather, the rain falls, the 
hail drives against us. At the 
mountain top when we were 
5,000 feet up we were met by a 
large company of the fierce and 
fanatical Druses, who came from 
their stone village near by, armed 



together. The chief sent post 
haste to the village and got a thin, 
round loaf of dark, coarse bread, 
and then he and our conductor 
each broke off a small piece which 
they ate together. That act put 
the finishing touch to the treaty. 

Although the "dew of Hermon" 
was too copious for comfort, and 
the chilling blast too penetrating 
for our heaviest wraps, we saw re- 
peated rainbows upon the very 
summit, and rainbows too the wid- 
est and most brilliant I ever looked 
upon. They brightened for us the 
otherwise sombre picture. More- 
over, we were all day busy in our 
thought with memories of our 
Saviour's Transfiguration glory, 
assured as we were that on some 
spur of the mountain we were 
crossing that wonderful scene 
transpired. For the Chri-t was 
then in this region and no other 
spot about Palestine: so well an- 
swers the description — "an high 
mountain apart." What a mar- 
vellous "night scene of the Bible" 
that must have been. Gorgeous 
as were the rainbows we beheld, 
what must it have oeen to see our 
Saviour with a countenance like 
the sun and with raiment like the 
snow. And when from the bril- 
liant overhanging canopy of cloud 
the thrilling voice declared "This 
is my Son the beloved, hear ye 
Him," no wonder the three apos 
ties who were there present never 
forgot the Impress! ms of that in- 
tense moment. May we not in- 
deed regard that scene as being in 
design a spiritual rainbow for our 
race — the divine promise and fore- 
shadowing of the coming time 
when the redeemed shall see and 
share the glory of Him who now 
sits enthroned above, and the 
brightness of whose celestial pres- 
ence found its only manifestation 
on thi< earth when Peter, James 
and John "were with him in the 
holy mount."
